THE KING’S MESSAGE TO THE

The following message from the King was 


brought up to the House of Commons by

“I thank you for your loyal and dutiful 
address, and for the expression of your con- 
dolence on the death of my beloved mother. 
1 greatly value this renewed assurance of the 
interest that you have always taken in all 
that concerns my domestic happiness. It +s 
a real support and comfort to: me in this 
heavy bereavement to realise how much affec- 
tion my people felt. for my dear mother, and 
to feel that I can rely now, ag always, on 
your sympathy and 4evotion.”’

CARLOW TEACHERS’ PROTEST.

labour. ‘ We have to turn our eyes from the 
ends of the earth, particularly America and 
Great Britain, and look inwards to Ireland, 
cut ourselves away from cosmopolitan. in- 
fluences, to cultivate extreme individualism, 
and, in a word, to erect a stone wall around 
Treland; thus evolving not only an island of 
saints and scholars, but an island of good 
agriculturists."" Professor MacNeill had 
said that his policy was fully expressed in 
tho national programme. ‘We know what 
that means—compulsory Irish for infants, and 
where teachers were competent, the teaching 
of all subjects through the medium of Irish.

The General Medical Council, sitting in 
London yesterday, decided to remove Som 
the Medical Register the name of Dr. Joseph 
Stenson Hooker; a West End practitioner, 
and author of a number of medical works, 
fer ‘‘ unprofessional conduct.”

' Boundary Commission and representatives of 
the British Government and the Free State 
was again Postpones. ‘For the moment a new 
date for the meeting has not been arranged. 
i The Printe ‘Minister was only able to say, 
when questioned in Parliament . yesterday, 
that discussions were still in progress, and 
that he was not yet in a position to make any 
statement.. There wére no further. conferences 
between the various interested parties yester- 
day, but it is thought possible that they may 
be resumed to-day. There was, however, a 
special meeting of the Cabinet in the Prime 
Minister’s room .at the House of Commons 
in the early evening, at which Mr. Baldwin 
gave to his colleagues a general outline of his 
week-end conversations, 
Secrecy is rightly being maintained about 
the conversations which have been taking 
place, but there now seems to be little reason 
to doubt that they centre round the possibility 
of maintaining the existing Irish boundary in 
| preference .to any new boundary which the 
Commission may suggest. It is said that the 
| Free State would prefer the existing boundary 
to the new one which: may be laid ‘down by 
Mr. Justice Feetham ard Mr. Fisher. and 
| there is no doubt: that the real object of the 
conversations is to see whether there is any 
way by which the present state of affairs 
could be retained. The attitude of the British 
Government appears to be that this is a 
matter for the. Free State and Ulster to settle 
between themselves. If these two parties 
decided that matters might ‘well remain as 
they are, the British Government might be 
disposed to stand aside, but, obviously, they 
could do so only if complete agreement 
between North and South had been achieved 
in the meantime. Otherwise it is felt that 
the report of the Boundary Commission ought 
to be published with as little delay as pos- 
sible, and it has to be remembered that from 
the moment of publication the new boundary 
is’ automatically fixed. i 
_ The position of the Boundary Commission 
is one of considerable interest. The members 
| have taken no part in the week-end conversa- 


tions, and they are prepared to issue 
their report without further delay. Possibly 
they might be willing to “suspend its 
| publication -if a peaceful settlement were 


assured, but the Act which constituted the 
rish Free State embodied the Treaty. and 
the Treaty expressly provided that if Ulster 
| decided to vontract out ofthe Free State, 
| then a Boundary Cemmission should be ap- 


| pointed and its findiags would have the force 
| of law. Should the Commission decide to 
issue its report, no action of the Dail could 
prevent. atv The ‘Constitution of the Free 
State was modelled on that of Canada, aud 
when. during the war, it was desired that the 
Canadian General Election should be post- 
noned, it was necessary for the Imperial 
| Parliament to pass a short Act amending the 
North-American Act of 1867, which 


it was suggested in political circles last 
night that if the Free State desires that the 
report of the Boundary Commission shall not 
be published, and if to that extent the Treaty 
Is to be amended, it may be necessary for the 
Free State to ask the British Parliament to 
pass amendi..g legislation.

CIVILISATION'S NEW CHANCE. 

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
signing to-day in London of the Treaties 
initialled at Locarno, observes :—In the seven 
years that have slowly passed since the war 
we have had time to reflect on the greatness 
of the loss and on the greatness of the danger 
th.t we so narrowly escaped. Civilisation has 
survived after cll. Its power was expressed in 
the war itself; in the generous devotion of 
millions who cheerfully sacrificed all for the 
sake of many of its noblest ideals. But the 
experience of these late years has driven in 
the.lesson that the war ended just in time, 
that recovery might soon have been im- 
possible, and civilisation itself might have 
collansed. Civilisation has survived: but the 
effort to reassert its aims and standards has 
convinced, at any rate, the chief bellicerent 
nations that their common achievement must 
not be exposed again to such a risk. That is 
the significance of to-day’s- ceremony. Germany 
and France, Great. Britain, Italy and Belgium 
are pledging themselves to prevent, by joint 
endeavour, the repetition of the calamity of 
war in Western and Central Europe. 
Civilisation has another chance. 

‘the occasion marks definitely the end of the 
| war period and the beginning of a new 
common and more deeply corscious endeavour 
for the maintenance of peace in the war zone 
of Europe. The Locarno Treaty eliminates 
the risk of international war in a historical 
area of conflict for a long time to come. That 
is a great achievement. It is especially im- 
portant for our own generation, which has a 
personal and most bitter experience of the 
destructive effect of such a war. For us this 
lreaty does jmply the posseility of trying 
| again and hoping again. We shall see what 
| we can make of all that: is called civilisation 
| after a devastating and sobering experience. 
| The premises of that great conflict and of a 

long preceding period of diplomatic history 

are dissolved in the Locarno Treaty. The 
belligerents are reconciled in an effort to face 
joictly the problems of a new era. It would 
be wrong to, assume that even now all is 
| well, or that it Is impossible to relapse into 
the careless mood ‘of chadtic aspiration that 
prevailed before the war began. The danger 
of armed conflict on the Rhine has, happily. 
been made unreal, but Europe and “the world 
are not yet wholiy at rest. Civil war and 
grave social cenfiiets are a continuing possi- 
bility. The financial crisis in France: and the 
economic stress in Germany—not to speak 
of many complications farther afield—enforce 
the lesson thaí civilisation is still groping 
| amid the conditions of its own recovery. 

Amid such remaining uncertainties the 
i Locarno® Treaty. is a remarkable stimulus to 
hopeful endeavour, 

h is at this moment. an occasion for pride 
that, through all the trials oí the post-war 
period, our own country has retained a 
continuing. sense of the broader realities, and 
i that, in the end, our own statesmen have 
been able to play a notable part in that final 
achievement of international peace which was 
‘rmulated at Locarno, and is being regis- 
tered to-day in the Capitol of the British 
Kmpire. The aim of. the Empire is peace in 
Europe and throughout the world.

EPORTS from- Beirut state that the 

bombardment of Damascus in Octo- 

ber last caused over 150 deaths.. Fighting 

continues in the Hasbeiya district, and 

at Béirut the French are landing further 

reinforcements, together with supplies of 
arms and ammu:titior. 

The rebel leader has issued a proclama- 
tion calling on the Druses, Sunnis, and 
Shias of the Lebanon to unite, and 
accusing the French of seeking to provoke 
a religious war. The Druse movement, he 
says, is a national, not a religious, one. 


BOMBING OPERATIONS. 


REBEL LEADERS’ APPEAL. 
HAIFA, Monday. 

Fighting still continues in the direction of 
Hasheiya, where the French are carrying out 
bombing operations. 

Zeid El Atrash, the rebel leader, has 
issued a manifesto, in- which he tells the 
Druses, Sunnis, and Shias of the Lebanon 
that the object of the French in giving arms 
to other sects is to stir up a religious war, 
and thus make it possible for them to declare 
that their presence is necessary for the main- 
tenance’ of peace. He further emphatically 
asserts that the movement is national, and 
not religious, and he appeals to the Druses, 
Sunnis, and Shias to unite with other sects, 
and obliterate, by their conduct, every mis- 
understanding that exists between them. He 
adds that he does not )jntend to ifvade 
smaller Lebanon.—( Reuter. ) 


KILLED IN DAMASCUS. 
BEIRUT, Monday. 

The number of victims killed*in Damabtus, 
between October 18 and October 20, in the 
riots and subsequent French bombardment, 
has now been ascertained by the anthorities. 
Twenty-three Armenians were massacred. bv 
the insurgents, and ÍSl' persons, a number df 
whom were rebels, hearing arms, wera killed 
by the French bombardment.—( Reuter.)

IRISH IN TRINITY COLLEGE, 


TO THE ENITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

6mr,—In your issue of this morning a 
correspondent signing himself ‘‘ Graduate” 
complains that Trinity College “ maintains a 
ban on Irish.” What are the facts? A 
student who comes to us may take Irish as 
an alternative language at entrance and at all 
the full examinations leading up to our B.A. 
degree, and also at the general examination 
for the B.A. Lectures in the subject are 
provided in all four years. 

Forther, the student can compete on 
eútering for a sizarship in Irish, and íor an 
entrance prize in Irish. Honour and prize 
examinations in Modern Irish are open to 
him in the Freshman years. There are also 
lectures and prize examinations in Old Irish 
in these years, and in the Sophister years 
there are lectures in Celtic’ languages (the 
course being mainly in Old Irish), and there 
is a prise examination jn this subject at the 
close of the Junior Sophister year. There is a 
special Moderatorship in Celtic languages—a 
fact which your correspondent is careful to 
ignore. At the examination for Scholarships 
in Modern Languages a candidate can present 
Trish along with one Continental language. 
There is also the Ferguson Memorial Prize 
for research work in .Old or Middle Irish, 
and there are the Bedell Scholarship and 
Kyle Prize intended to encourage the study 
of Irish in. the School of ‘Divinity. 

In. view of these facts, all “of which are 
to be found in plain print in our Calendar, 
it seems to me that to talk of a “ ban on 
Irish ” is to use words without a meaning.—
